The public declare that whatever the 
vonseyttanges Inight he the vessel must net 
be released without a fair enquiry being 
mate into the case. The Canton Viceroy 
was highly praised for his firm action. Tt 
was pointed out that by sui rendering the 
vessel without a trinl, a serious precedent 


would he eronted which would tend to the 


ustruetion of the Empire. Tf.it was de- 
cided by the arbitrators that Chinn was in 
the wrong then she had to henr the couso- 
atences, while on tho othor hand by sur- 
rendering under the threat of the Japanese 
Government, there was no necessity for 
the existence of auy treaty’ and foreign 
countries might smuggle anything into 
China freely, and China could not object. 
The matter ix looked upon. yery seriously 
by the Chinose public. 


Secrecy to be Maintained. 
Canton, March 10. 
Viceruy Chang issued instractions to-day 
ordoring the strictest observance of secrecy 
in all matters in connection with the Tatsu 
Maru TI, now that tho caso is pending in 
Peking. .

The distribution of prizes 


took place at 


tho Victoria “British School to-day, in the’ 


prosonte of a largo number of parents and 
others interested, Mr E. D. ©., Wolfe 
presided, and H. E. the Governor, : who 
présentad the prizes, acesmnpanied by Mr 
Brackenbury, wero also presunt. 
In his report the hontmaster (Mr 
W. H, Williams) stid that the school was 
closed daring. the whole of February, 
owing to alteratio.a to the building, and 
during August and September, _ owing 
to the heat. ‘The average montlily attend 
anco ranged from 53 in January to 38 
in Jaly. Seventy-one pupils were admitted 
during tho year, In oll $0165 werd ox- 
pended and $1107.50 received, the net 
cost of the school boing $4997.50, an 
averaga enst of SIL per head as 
agniosb $000.38 for Queen's College. 
Eleven boys remained in the bth 
and 6th forms, as against 6 lust year, 
a fact’ which was urably commented 
on, an the Gpper’ School Troe 
commercial education, as well as cnginver- 
ing. Fivo of the old boys are articlyl ap- 
prentiees to ongintoring, three in England 
and two in tho Naval Yard. The head- 
master dopreeated the fact that two boys, 
just able to writo und ciphet and with 
a superficial knowledge of shorthand, 
loft tho school to obtain positions in 
the Government Service at $60 per 
month. One hnd sinco returned to 
school and the othor had changed his 
yocation, thug ewphasizing the neces- 
sity of allowing boys to romain longer at 
school. Tho general health of the school 
was good, thera buing no cases of infectious 
disennes during the past threo yours, 
oxcepting malaria in 1906. The removal 
of the swamps ia tho vicinity and the 
improvement in drainage by the P. W. D. 
had done much to lessen the chance of 
another outbreak of fever. Au additional 
class room is wanted at the echool. Monthly 
ions were held during the year, 
the parents of each child being furntshed 
with a report as to progress at Taster, 
Midsummer andCh istnas. Reuding, Writ- 
ing and Arithmetic wore fnir in classes Land 
8, gond in class 2 and very good in class 4. 


Geography hnd improved all round, A 


yraded system of Composition was initiated 
turing the year, commencing with class 2 
and as n result clasa 4 composed very 
croditubly and justified the experiment. 
In Drawing the girls were the better, tho 
work dono in classes 3 and 4 being 
very nent and intoresting. In_ the 
Infante’ class and classes Land 2 Kinder- 
garten exercises were given but owing to 
want of closer personal supervision the 
vrogress mnde was not as greut as night 
fave been expected, An additional as- 
sistant mistress has been engaged for the 
t year. In the Upper School, to 
hich boys only aro admitted, the cur: 
ri ya b included English Gramuur and 
Literature, Mathemnttea, (Arithmetic, Al- 
yebra and Geometry) Geometrical, Free- 
hand and Model drawing, Enylish History. 
Geography, Shorthand and Hygiene. The 
suggestion to include Latin in place of 
English Gramuar wns found impracticable, 
Bible instruction from, the old und new 
Testaments, which is “optional and une 
dynominational, was taken up by the pupila 
with intorest. Fiveof the schoo! boys attend 
theTechnical fnstitute for Elementary Ap- 
plied Mechayics Six boys were promoted 
te the Upper School in Octobor. | For the 
first time in the history of the school four 
boys were entered for tho Preliminary Ox- 
ford Local Examination and all were 
successful, ‘throe in tho first division und 
one in “the sécond. Tho results of the 
examination, which requires passes in six 
subjects, were;—English Literature, Com- 
position aud Mathematics, 75 per cont 
asses; Arithmetic, Ryligioux knowledga. 
Vinglish History, Geography, Geomotrical 
Drawing, Freehand and Object Draw- 
ing, 100 per cent. passes. The four 
successful hoys sor George Stokes, 
Georg Hoskins, B. Friondy snd M 
McNeil.

ON PLEASURE BENT. 


Cruise of the Mineola. 


The steel four-masted steumer Minooln, 
of 3129 tons net register, which is now-on 
an extended cruise, undor the command 
of Cnptain H, Scott, arrived in Hongkong 
Harbour on Tuesday ‘last and left again 
for tho North on Friday, The vessel is 
engagod on a world wide tour, having 
been chartered by Colonel R, Thompson, 
who is accompanied hy Mr and Mrs 
Johnson, Miss Boresford, Miss Thomp- 
on, Miss Vailes und Mr Krugor.

departed for Marscillex, being there joined 
by Colonel Thompson. At Malta, which 
was reached on December 16, Rear-Admiral 
Prince Louis of Battenburg mict the'ves 
aud Colonel Thompson-was entortainctl at 
luncheon ortho battleship Prince of Wales: 
In the ovening » dinnor party was given 
on’ the Mineola, the- guests including 
tho Princo and Princess of Battenburg, 
and Princess Louise.
